‘ROADS IN CHINA. - 


A few years ago the National 
Road Construction Association, 
whose activities have become 
familiar under the title of the 
Good Roads Movement, was 
founded at Shanghai, and the 
step was regarded as a happy 
sign of a more progressive eporit 
on the part of at least & section 
of Chinese. Dr. C.T. Wang, the 
well-known reformer, was the 
chairmar, and Westerners as 
well as Chinese were members of 
the Association, The iain par- 
pose of the institution was to 
educate public opinion in China 
in the importance and value of 
road construction up to s point 
which .would constrain jcca}, 
provincial, and national autt-or- 
ities to undertake this vitat but 
scheme 
was splendid in its purpose and 
bold ia conception. It is = trite 
mexim that a country progresses 
as fast or as slow!y as its road- 
building. Today China’s roads 
are probably easily the worst of 
any country with claims to 
civilisation. It would be more 
correct to speak of the absence 
of roads, & narrow track usually 
sufficing, where even tha: con- 
venience exists. Such was not 
always the'case. Under the 
Great Khan, Chine exbibited 
remarkable development in the 
work which the Romans under- 
stood so well. 

Considering the tremendous 
extent of the task, geograpbiecal 
and financial, to say nothing of 
the hindrance caused by the 
military and political commotion, 
the Association showed admir- 
able perseverance, acd tangible
